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We want several light-houses con- 
atrncted between Queen Charlotte Sound 
and the Straits of Fuca, so as to assist 
in the navigation of the Straits of Fuca,

-Inlet.. But a light-house on Cape Beale, 
at the southeast point of Barclay Sound, 
is much more requ’red immediately than 
either of the otbets,—for the reason that 
it wonld mark one side of the mouth of 
the Straits of Faca, which admits the en- 
tire shipping into Paget Sound and our 
own inland watere. - The construction of 
Tg ight-boase at this point has bees often 
_ agitated. Admiral Richards recommended 
it,—and 80 does every ship’s captain who 
enters the Straits, There bas been s 
umber of very disastrous wrecks on the 
»/ ‘Wear Coast, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that the want of a light at Cape 
‘Beale contributed in a grea: degree to 
their loss.
